HANCOCKS  BRIDGE  MEETING  HOUSE 

This  Quaker  Meeting  House  was  built  in  1756  on  land 
deeded  to  the  Friends  by  William  Hancock  who  was 
later  slain  by  the  British.  The  interior  has  been 
carefully  maintained  in  its  original  condition  The 
building  is  open  to  the  public  Sunday  afternoons 
during  July  and  August. 
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
